“The next step in the three-year 
nation-wide contest wil be selection 
by the National Comittee of the 
poultrymen whose chickens will com- 
I pete in 1948 for $7,000 in national 
prizes.” Beanblossom explained. "The 
committee is expected to make its 
selections in the next few months.’’ 


Since Texas entries took most of 
the top places in the regional contest, 
they will receive first priority from 
the national committee for selection 
for the finals, the Extension Poultry 
man explained. In order to compete 
in the finals, an entry must meet the 
rigid standards set by the committee, 
which is composed of poultry indus­ 
try leader^, United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture experts and re­ 
presentatives of state Agricultural 
Colleges and Extension Services. 
Pomt^ymen selected for the finals 
will shop two cases of eggs—720—to 
a central hatchery somewhere in the 
United States. There the eggs will 
ce hitched and th . clucks raised, 
killed and Judged under identical

Chicken of 
Tomorrow May 
Hail from Texas 


Chicken-of-Tomorrow, a m eatier 
bird with junior 
drumsticks 
and 
more w hite meat to delight the n a­ 
tional palate, definitely, can be de­ 
veloped—and it may be Texas-bred, 
a Texas A. Sc M. poultry specialist 
predicted this week in a message to 
Hamlin area poultry growers and 
home of two large chick hatcheries. 


His prediction was based on re­ 
sults of the 1947 Texas and South­ 
western chicken-of-tomorrow con­ 
tests held this summer at Fort W orth 
with Texas-bred birds winning four 
of the five first places in the regional 
competition. 


“The birds entered in the .state and 
regional contests had more white 
m eat and were superior in every way 
to the average cockerels their age.” 
declared F Z. Bran blossom, A Sc M. 
Extension Poultry who Is chairm an 
of both the state and regional Chic­ 
ken-of-Tomorrow committees. 


“The next step in the three-year 
nation-wide contest wil be selection 
by the National Comittee of the 
poultrymen whose chickens will com­ 
pete in 1948 for $7,000 in national 
prizes.”

In order to compete 
in the finals, an entry m ust m eet the 
rigid standards set by the committee, 
which is composed of poultry indus­ 
try leader^, United States D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture experts and re­ 
presentatives of state Agricultural 
Colleges and Extension Services. 
Pouit’ym en selected for the finals 
will shop two cases of eg-’S—720— to 
a central hatchery somewhf re in t he 
United States. There the eggs will 
co hitched and th . chicks lib e l', 
killed and Judged under identical 
conditions by nationally-known ex • 
ports.

Strains of “Old Dan Tucker” stop­ 
ped ab uptly and the surprised fid­ 
dlers forgot to lower their bows. 
Startled dancers stumbled as the 
men tried to swing their pardners 
clear while their hands sought the 
revolvers at their waists. 
But the lone trooper in the door­ 
way was unarmed and 
made 
no 
move towards self defense. 
In his 
hands was nothing but a 
white 
handkerchief. 
“D’you want anyone here. Hall?” 
called Joe Sitterlie, one of the dan­ 
ce’s whose wedding festivity tihls 
was. 
“Yes,” the red haired lieutenant 
answered. 
“I want seven men. 
I 
wrant you and Deputy Sheriff Will­ 
iam Meador. David Augustine, Jacob 
Ryan, William O x, Frark Heister 
and Charles Hessig, charged with 
murder of Philip Brazell and his 
son, George, indicted this day.” 
During tile ensuing upruar Lee 
Hall was pushed with the surging 
crowd onto the gallery. Trigger fin­ 
gers of 16 Rangers stationed strate­ 
gically around the house, came into 
position. 
"All right, men,” Hall called to 
those troopers without shifting his 
gaze from the scene 
before 
him. 
“They’re moving out women and 
children, then the fun begins. 
You 
with the shotguns sweep the porch; 
the rest shoot to kill, wTien I give 
the word.” 
But Deputy Meador, corrupt pub 
lie official with a private grudge 
and now' half drunk on bridal liq­ 
uor, had lost his nerve. 
And the 
others were looking to his leader­ 
ship. 
So Hall disarmed him, using 
both hands. 
As some of his men 
came inside to help, the remaining 
feudists were soon stripped and the 
Rangers were walking arsenals. 
And thus did Lee (Red) Hall and 
his Rangers usher law and order in­ 
to DeWitt County in December 1876. 
And not a shot was fired. 
By 1879 
his company had captured 420 of- ! 
fenders in Southwest Texas, most j 
of whom were murderers and had 
done so with practically no violence. 
This Frontier Battalion of Texas 
Rangers, reorganized in 1874, served j 
along the Texas border west of the 
Colorado.
